gThe arrest in. Chicago of Stella Davis, 
Khown to secret service.men as the “‘Coin- 
acker Queen,” pardoned from the Missouri 
penitentiary last July by President Roose- 
velt, and the alleged accomplice of George 
Turner, arrested in St. Louls Monday, and 
Frazier McDonald, arrested in Chicago 
with her, is regarded by operatives as the 
early ending of an extensive new counter 
feiting scheme devised by the woman. 

It is believed that the “Queen” made 
the gold-plated $5 counterfeit coins which 
Turner is charged with passing in St. 
Louls, and thet she made them from molds 
which used in former operations with 
her husband, Charlies Davis, who was ar- 
rested with her in 1901 and sent to the 
penitentiary for six years at the time she 
was sentenced to four years. 

These molds were never diScovered by 
the secret service men. It is believed 
she hid ‘them and, as soon as she wes re- 
leased from prison, brought them out again 
for use. The St. Louis officials hope to 
bring the woman to St. Louis, as they be- 
lieve she was the director of the work 
which they charge Turner with doling. 
Stella Davis and McDonald are held

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—Practically 
all the St. Petersburg correspondents of 
the London papers agree in regarding the 
incident at the blessing of the Neva as a 
deliberately planned attempt on the Czar’s 

life. 

“It is now admitted that the occurrence 
was the result of a conspiracy among the 
men of the battery of horse artillery who 
were charged with firing the saluie,”’ says 
the Daily Express correspondent. ‘Instead 


jot a blank charge. the third gun of the 


battery was loaded with case shot and this 
gun was pointed directly at the pavilion 
where the Czar was standing. The whole 
battery is under affést “and an inquiry 
is proceeding. 

“All the officers are noblemen of the 
highest rank, but the police admit that 
they had received warnigs that something 
violent might happen and it ts well known 
that the ranks of the artillery include 
many nihilists and revolutionists. The sit- 
uation is extremely serious. Hitherto it 
has been that the strength of the Russian 
autocracy depended entirely upon the army 
and police.’’ 

‘In .the midst of many confusions, con- 
tradictions and uncertaintities,” adds the 
Daily Mail correspondent, “the one plain 
fact seems to be that at least one of the 
eight guns of the horse artillery battery 
which was to fire a blank salute was load- 
ed with case shot, and from a distance of 
forty yards was disch@rged with sO close: 
aim that five bullet holes were piefced im} 
the regimental standard carried in thes 
procession just above His Majesty's bead: 

“It is stated that the Czar had hetn” 
plored not to invite the danger ‘that was 
belleved to be threatening his visit’ to the 
city, but no one suspected the quarter 
from \which the danger actually came.” 

Nothing better illustrates the condition 
of Russian journalism than the appearance 
of the St. Petersburg newspapers with but 
the briefest references to the attempt on 
the Czar'’s life. The accounts of the cere- 
monial of the blessing of the waters of the 
Neva are long and rich in detail, but the 
comment upon the nearly successful effort 
to wipe out the Romanoff dynasty is made 
only in the most guarded terms.

Water Commissioner Asks Assembly to indraage from $1800 


to $2400 Annual Pay for 


the Discoverer of the 


lron and Lime Formula. 


Water Cominissioner Ben Adkins has 
asked the Municipal Assembly to pass un 
Ordinance increasing from $1800 to $2400 a 
year the salary of John F. Wixford, author 
of the chemical formula by-~ which 8t. 
Juls water has been clarified. 

Mr. Wixford’s name on the city payrolis 
is followed by the words ‘day laborer.” 
He is so classed because, when Mr. Ad@ 
king appointed him to his present place in 
the laboratory at Bissell’'s Point, the ordi- 
nances made no provision for a chemist’s 
salary. It is this omission which the head 
of the water department is now trying to 
remedy. 

Mr. Wixford began the service of the de- 
partment in 1892 under Commissioner M. L. 
Holman. He served until 1888, giving much 
time to the study of the watér purification 
probiem. When he returned to the city’s 
employ in October, 1903, he renewed his 
experiments, and Feb. 1, 194, discovered 
thé solution of iron and lime now used in 
clarification. 

Mr. Wixford has given to the Post-Dis- 
patch his own account of fils se 
and thelr result. 

BY JOHN F. WIXFORD. 
XPBRIMPNTING last. February i! 
fF found that ferrous sulphate (iron) 
in small proportion and lime in 
large proportions produced decided coagula- 
tin in water, which settled rapidly, carry- 
ing down all the suspended matter and 
leaving the water absolutely clear. 


I used the formula: 

1 grain ferrous sulphate, 

7 grains lime, 

1 gallon water. 

Result, clear water. 

My analysis sroved that it was decidedly 
more pure than naturally filtered river 
water, and far purer than any spring 
water. 

The plan works this way—by adding fer- 
rous sulphate to water, we change water 
to chalybeate water in which the iron ex- 
ists as carbonate. By adding lime, the 
free oarbonic acid is changed to insolu- 
ble calcium carbo@ate. The bicarbonate 
of iron is changed to insoluble calcium 
carbonate and ferrous hydrate. The latter 
oxonises to in soluble ferric hydrate. The 
carbonate of lime in water is changed al- 
together to insoible calcium carbonate and 
the magnesium sulphate is changed to in- 
soluble magnesium hydrate. 

Lime and water are mixed in the water 
going into the reservoirs at the coagulat- 
ing house midway between the intake tower 
and the delivery: wells at the Chain of 
Rocks. Common laborers 10. the work, 
which is.simple. | 

The iron solution is poured down a tube 
which leads directly down from the house 
to the intake tunnel. 

The iime is slaked tn a big box by turn- 
ing a steam'pipe on it. Every five minutes 
a wheelbarrow load of Iime is thrown in 
the box and the pescens of slaking is con- 
stant. The resultant fluid, milk of lime, 
is carried in a pipe to the delivery well, 
whiere it pours in the water, uniting with 
the water and iron and completing the 
process. 

The cost of the entire system, including 
material and operation, is less than the 
interest of the money which would be neces- 
sary to erect a filtration plant. 
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This is merely an instance of the care 
the Kerens lieutenants are exercising in 
their efforts to see that none of the bolters 
get away from their protecting wing.

Mother a Plural Wife. 


Senator Smoot was at his ease, aithough 
ry eve in the room was directed to him.

BY AMERICAN NOTE.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%. Secretary 
Hay’s note to the powers, calling for an 
explicit statement of their attitude to- 
wards China's integrity and the reserva- 
tion of the open door, has “smoked out’’ 
all of Europe and prevented the carrying 
out of a conspiracy for the disintegration 
of the Chinese empire. 

The fact that Great Britain. Germany 
and Italy responded favorably to Mr. Hay’s 
inquiry and pledged themselves anew to 
the plans iaid down in hie note of last 
February, quickly brought the others into 
line. France and all of the other nations 
to which the inquiry was sent have now 
given new and even more binding promises 
to prevent the spread of the war, to pro- 
tect China and to maintain the open door. 

With these assurances, Mr. Hay consid- 
ers the case complete. Within the last 
few days he has discovered that it was 
planned when the powers met to consider 
and revise the terms of peace, France, 
and Rocoaee or nations, would insist

Beside the Blanchard river in Putnam 
County, Ohio, is situated the little German 
village of Glandorf—a place of less than 700 
inhabitantse—where both the customs and 
the language of the fatherland are ad- 
hered to. In this quaint little village 
stands a church which cost more than 
$50,000 and which equals in magnificence 
many of the finest churches of the largest 
cities in America. It is built of brick and 
ornamented with white sandstone. Its di- 
mensions are 175x70 feet. while the spire 
reaches 2235 feet above the ground. The pul- 
pit alone, which is hand carved, cost $1200, 
or as much as some churches in smal! 
towns. Within thie church there are wax 
figures brought from Germany and upon 
the walls are life-size paintings. 


The Smallest Church. 


Among the churches of great historic In- 
terest in the United States is the Mora- 
vian Church at Gnadenhutten, which com- 
memorates the work of Rev. John Hecke- 
welder and which stands near the site of 
the British massacre of the Christian In- 
dians March 2, 1782.. Concerning this nota- 
ble history-making period of the revolu- 
tionary war William Dean Howells has 
said: ‘“‘The annals of the Moravian Church 
link in the same chain of sorrows and 
calamities the burning of John Hus in 1415 
at Constance and the murder of the hap- 
less Christian Indians at Gnadenhutten on 
the Muskingum.’ Rev. Heckewelder was 
a missionary among the Indians for more 
than 60 years, and was at one time com- 
missioned by Washing*’on to make treaties 
with them. 

St. Matthew's Church in Madison town- 
ship. Muskingum County, is of some na- 
tional interest because of its size, especially 
if it is the smallest Protestant Episcopal 
Church building tn the United States, as it 
is believed to be. Thies church is but 48x24 
feet in dimensions, the nave is 3x2 feet, 
and the chancel is 18x16 feet. The sty e 
of the church is also unique. it being 
claimed that there is none like it in the 
United States, unless possibly it be one in 
Virginia. The walls are of rubble work. 
bullt from glacial granite bowlders brought 
from the farms in the surrounding terri- 
tory, and the buttresses are capped with 
Greased blocks of red sandstone, quarried 
in the locality. The windows are of stained | 
glass. The timbers used in the construc- | 
tion were of giant proportions and the 
entire structure is bullt to stand the test 
of ages—a memorial to the little congrega- 
tion of some 2% earnest farmers who wor- 
ship there. The entire cost of the church 
was $3300. 


First Mormon Temple. 


Another rural church building of national 
reputation in the Buckeye state is the tem- 
ple of Kirtland, O., the first Mormon tem- 
ple in the United States, and today used 
by the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Baints. It was in 1831 that! 
the ear!y Mormons came to this spot from 
Manchester, N. Y. There were 100 souls

10 WAR IN COURT 


Seeeaneeetin diamant 
Official Dressmaker of East St.. 
Louis Settlement Charged 
With Theft. 


BATTLE BETWEEN LEADERS. 


Charges of Larceny Said to Have 
Followed Talk With Head of 
Opposing Faction. 


Residents of the Polish settlement in 
Best St. Louis are taking sides in the fac- 
tiona] trouble between Mrs, Joseph Brink- 
ley, leader of the Lithuanians, and Joseph 
Sorotch, who heads another branch of the 
settlement. jae 

The differences reached an acute stage 
Friday morning, when Mrs. Brinkley was 
arrested and brought before Justice Mc- 
Kane on 4a warrant charging her with bur- 
glary and larceny. The prosecuting wit- 
ness is John Knapka, who formerly board- 
ed with Mrs. Zmans, who’is Mrs. Brink- 
ley’s sister. 

Mrs. Brinkley gave bond for her appear- 
ance in court next Thursday and saye she 
will bring Knapka’s sister from St. Louis 
to give evidence against him. 

In the warrant Knapka charges that Mrs. 
Brinkley took certain receipts from a bu- 
reau in his room last July. Recently Mrs. 
Zmans garnisheed Knapka's wages for 8, 
which she claimed for a board bill. Knap- 
ka asserts that he does not owe the money 
and that the receipts which would prove 
his contention were taken from his bureau 
by Mrs. Brinkley. The garnishment 
prompted him to apply for a warrant. 

Mra, Brinkley’s followers say Sorotch, 
who is Knapka's friend and interpreter, 
talked with Knapka before he swore out 
the warrant. 

Sorotch heads a strong faction and acts 
as a go-between and interpreter for his 
followers, who speak English very im- 
perfectly, if at all. Mrs. Brinkley oc- 
cupies a similar position among the Lith- 
uanians. She is not only an interpreter, 
but she manages all social affairs and wed- 
dings. She is the official dressmaker and 
when arrested Friday morning was en- 
gaged in making wedding gowns for four 
brides.

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RIVAL TO KENTUCKY'S 
MAMMOTH CAVE FOUND 


—— 


Special to the Post- . 

ANACONDA, Mont., Jan Zi—If subse- 
quent explorations result in developments 
at all approaching those of one recently 
made in the cave at Lime Spur, Kentucky's 
Mammoth Cave may become insignificant 
in comparison, 

The cave is a recent discovery, and few 
know of its existence. Not more than 
four persons have entered the under- 
ground region. 

The mouth of the cave is at the top of 
Lime Spur mountain, in Jefferson canyon, 
about 42 miles from Butte, on the 
Northern Pacific railroad. It is about half 
a mile from a lime quarry owned by D, 
A. Morrison, who also owns the land 
where the cave is found. It was discover- 
ed by accident, and it was only recently 
that a serious effort was made to find 
whither the cavern led. 

In many respects the Lime Spur cave 
has no equal. At a depth of 800 feet be- 
low the mouth of the cavern the chambers 
widen into rock-ribbed halls, the walls of 
which are covered with beautiful gypsum 
and stalactitic tapestry. Translucent col- 
umns of stalagmitic formation rise from 
the rock-strewn floor to the lofty ceilings: 
festoons of curiously wrought flowers of 
gypsum, studded with sparkling crystal, 
reflect the light from the torches of the 
visitors, and strange colonades of pure 
white cross and recross the spacious 
chambers. 

Unlike other caves, this cavern plunges 
into the center of the mountain, tnstead 
of offering a horizontal passage. The first 
descent is of &® feet into a chamber, 
which is the home of bats. Clinging in 
clusters to the milk-white walls or flying 
about, startled by the candles, the strange 
creatures seem to speak of the mysteries 
of the caverns. 


Nature’s Cathedral 
Filled With Music. 


From the first landing there is a long 
incline, which ends abruptly in another 
Jump of 150 feet. Rope ladders are used 
here, the ends being fastened to huge sta- 
lagmites. 

At the bottom of the second landing the 
cave widens into a_i series of immense 
chambers. One room is oddly like the in- 
terior of a cathedral with organ loft, chan- 
cel and all. A long row of stalactites 
which reach from the lofty ceiling to the 
floor resemble an immense pipe organ.

The tone ia of singular sweet- 
ness, and when the blow is repeated sev- 
eral times the cathedral is flooded with 
melody. 

The passage leads from one chamber to 
another until another descent begins. This 
time the path leads down a steep incline 
to a depth of 800 feet below the mouth ef 
the cave. Here a wonderfully beautiful 
sight meets the gaze. On every side are 
walls of milky whiteness and oddly fash- 
ioned lacework of stalactitlc formation. 
The ceilings are high above. Grottoes of 
bewildering beauty are on every hand, 


Current of Air 
Indicates Outlet. 


On ome side one hears the rush of water. 
A stream of cold water six inches in diam- 
eter gushes from a hanging wall and 
splashes on the floor. The water is only a 
few degrees above the freezing point. 

A strong current of fresh air rushes up 
from down below and the exploring party 
secks to discover the source. The air is 
bracing,”“and seems charged with ozone, 
just as in the Mammoth cave of Kentucky. 
After breathing the air for a time fatigue 
is forgotten. 

Plunging Gown another long decline the 
wonders increasing every step, the party 
encounters a curious phenomenon.

PARIS, Jan. “1.—A company has been 
formed here for the construction of an 
electric railway, Which ig ‘o take paksen- 
gers to the top of Mont i3lanc, the highest 
mountain of the Alps. Tho prujected line 
will end at the Aigulliles du Gouter, 14,430 
feet over the level of the sea, and as the 
work has been officially declared of urgent 
utility, the construction of the line will 
beein in a few months. The Jungfrau line, 
which is nearly completed, arrives at an 
altitude of 12,498 feet over the level of the 
sea, but has the disadvantage of running 
mostly through tunnels. The Mont Blanc 
railway. on the contrary, will have only 
one tinnel, and the passengers will be en- 
abled to enjoy the magnificent views of 
the Alps. 

The new railway will start at the Fayet, 
on the Pari«-LyonsMediterranean line, at 
the 1500-foot level. and will have nine sta- 
tions where the passengers will he allowed 
to stop and anjoy the scenery. M. Du-

LITTLE DANGER FROM CANS 


Stringent Laws Governing the 
Sale and Preparation of.

BOSTON, Jn. W.—Juet what ‘“‘ptomaine 
poisoning’ really is puzzles the average 
man. For some years it has been the fash- 
lon to attribute any sudden and otherwise 
pnexplainable local epidemic of disease to 
this dread cause—a form of bacterial action 
very vaguely understood by most of us, 
and only beginning to be reduced to very 
scientific knowledge by the accumulating | 
investigations of students of bacteriology. 
For example, it is undoubtedly true that 
of all articles of food canned goods, if 
properly prepared, are about the safest 
from the action of the “Dbu@s that make the 
ptomaines.’’ Yet they have long been pop- 
ularly believed to be the most dangerous. 
And the reason, when one comes to think 
about it, is fairly obvious. The canned 
goods are generally prepared from fresh 
material, used before there is an 
tunity for decomposition to reach the dan- 
ger point, and they are further freed from 


ization. And if theSe safeguards 
proved inefficient, as In rare instances they 
do, there remains a metied by which the 
consumer can tell whether or not the con- 
tents of a given can are perfectly whole- 
BOTH. 

All that ts necessary is to inspect the 
can and, if the busy bacteria are within 
you may be sure that they will have been 
at work afd that their labor will have pro- 
duced gases, which in turn will have af- 
fected the shape of the can. If its ends 
bulge ever so slightly don’t buy it. But if 
the ende of the can are concave the con- 
tents are quite “‘safe and sane,"’ to borrow 
the slogan of recent campaign orators. Once 
the can is opened, however, the contents 
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are as subject to bacterial attvos of any 
food product wound be al st be 
as carefuily.

This whole subject, according to Pro- 
fessor 8. C. Prescott of the department of

Significance of 

Name Is Terrible. 

The name ptomaine has a rather startling 
significance, going back to the Greek word 
for corpse, the first ptomaines having been 
discovered in dead bodies. The name was 
suggested in the early ‘8s by an Italian 
ecientist some years after the first exact 
knowledge had been attained of what the 
substance actually was that for centuries 
had been causing such disastrous results 
to human beings who accidently came in 
contact with it. As long ago as the time 
of the ancient Hebrews the danger of this 
kind of poisoning had been recognized, 
although the cause was neither suspected 
nor sought after. One may still read in 
Deuteronomy the command: “Ye shalj not 
eat anything that dieth itself; thou shalt 
give it to the stranger that is in thy gates, 
that he may eat of it’’—which is a direct 
injuction to avoid ptomaines, although it 
hardly refiects much credit to the hospi- 
tality of the ancient Hebrews. 

The first experimental study, however, of 
the effect produced upon animals by the 
eating of unwholesome flesh was carried un 
only 100 years ago when the famous physi- 
ologist, Albert Von Halier, began the 
present widespread work in one of the 
most minutely difficult of all scientific 
and, though already it is said 
that the time is not far distant when the 
danger .of ptomaine poisoning, with its 
centuries’ long list of unsuspecting vitims, 
will ‘be altogether abolished, there still 
remains from a eclentific point of view a 
wide field of investigation for the labors 
of future generations of scientists.

is cured or cooked. During this time the 
bacteria, which 
trogenous portions of the food and breaking 
it up into other substances, some of which 
are polsonous, complete their work so 
thoroughly that even the heat of an oven 
or frying pan is insufficient to destroy 
their newly acquired polsonous qltalities. 
These changes take place with great ra- 
pidity and are almost impossible to 
detect in their first stages. Later the 
decomposition is accompanied by a char- 
acteristic odor, but the food may have 
become dangerous before the telitale evyi- 
dences are noticeable. 

The remedy lies in stringent laws regu- 


‘lating the sale of any food product that 


is open to suspicion-—and especially in 
removing from every creature that has 
been sacrificed to the human appetite the 
intestinal tract where these dangerous 
organisms are found in greatest ablindance, 
The passage of such laws, based upon the 
work of the bacteriqlogical laboratories, 
has already marvelously reduced the 
number of reported cases | 6 poi- 
soning—a danger that must hi - been 
vaguely realized by primitive ries 
before the presence of any kind of bacteria 
was even distantly suspected, 

Fish-poisoning is another wey in which 
the so-called ptomaines have eause@ hu- 
manity a great deal of unhappiness; though 
many times this type of food is wrongly 
supposed to be guilty. Certain fish, for 
example, have peison glands of their own 
and are only wholesome when these glands 
have bén removed, and yet others are 
poisonous at certain seasons OGwing to 
changes that are taking place in them that 
give rise to polsonous compounds. But in 
many cases the @isastrous effects of eating 
fish are undoubtedly to be .attributed to 
the ptomaines produced by bDactefia, either 
after the fish have been prepared for 
market or on account of the accumulation 
of such bacteria In infected Waters. And 
here, also, the danger i# fortunately de- 
creasing in proportion as greater solentific 
knowledge not only safeguards the fish 
markets, but. attends to the purification of 
sewage before it is permitted to enter 
bodies of salt or fresh water.

Warrants issued Friday are against John 
O'Keefe, said to be manager of the Mis- 
sippi Vailey Business Bureau, 111 North 
Eighth street, and two of his clerks, whose 
names are not known to the police; and a 
Joe Doe warrant against the manager of 
the American Employment Co., 919 Olive 
street. 

Each of the warrants alleges petit lar- 
ceny. The. one against O'Keefe and his 
clerks were issued on informations sworn 
to by Edward Reuff, 
Jacob Meyers, 907 Biddle street, and J. O. 
Kissling, 710 Market stréet. Reuff and 
Meyers allege that Jan. 9 they paid $7.50 
and $2 respectively on the promise thdt 
they would be sent to California to do tele 
phone work; Kissling alleges that Oct. 23 
he paid $5 on promise of any kind of a job. 
All say they have not received employ- 
ment, and have been unable to secure a re- 
turn of the money. 

The information Agaiest the tranager ot 
the American Employment (Co. is sworn 
to by Ernest Armstrong, living at a hotel 
near the World's Fair. He says he paid 
$3 to get a job aa laborer Jan. 9, has not 
got the job and cannot gat his money back.

day. In nrany instances Mr. Johnson has 
written letters to the alleged offenders, ad- 
vising them to straighten matters up by 
repaying the complainants. In some in- 
stances the notes have been respected and 
the money ‘paid; in other instances they 
have been disregarded entirely. Sometimes 
the complainants have returned to the 
warrant office saying their receipts had 
been taken up and stamped paid, and 58 
cents given them.

Michael J. Sullivan, living at Margaretta 
street and Turner avenue, is a member of 
the association, He deciares the car ser- 
vice is abominable and shows no im- 
provement. He says that sometimes the 
cars are an hour or more apart, and tells 
of a recent instance when his 14-year-old 
daughter, a pupil at Rock Church school,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2#.—The President 
believes he has defeated the railroad influ- 
ence, and the administration freight rate 
bill, without any important amendment, 
will be passed before March 4. Twenty- 
four hours ago he feared he would have 
to call an extra session. 

In his recent conferences with railroad 
managers, at which they have tried to talk 
him out of his plan for a court with au- 
thority to fix rates, the President has told 
them that it no longer is a fight over rate 
legislation, but a battle between the rall- 
road influences. 

He said that the people are watching it, 
not with any special interest in the legis- 
lation now proposed, but to see to what 
extent the railroad influence will prove ef- 
fective, 

He has told them that if they succeed in 
blocking the administration bill in the Sen- 
ate, or emasculating it, their victory will 
be costly; for the people, alarmed by the 
display of the power of the railroads, will 
demand and secure much wore drastic leg- 
islation than that which he now advocates, 
Continued opposition to reasonable legis- 
lation, the President has repeated, will re- 
sult in a ¢ry for government ownership of 
the railroads that it will be difficult, and 
perhaps impossible, to silence.

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ORGANIZE AGAINST THE BREEDERS’ LAW. 
Representative Viles of Stone County, chairman of the House 
committee on criminal jurisprudence, has appointed néxt Thurs- 
day, Jan. 26, as the date of the first hearing on the subject of 
the breeders’ law. The racetrack interests will be represented 
by able advocates, but unless steps are taken promptly to or- 
ganize the opposition to the racetrack gambling evi] and to 
send representatives to Jefferson City, the people, whose senti- 
ment is overwhelmingly in favor of the repeal of the law, wil} 
not be represented. 

The sentiments of the people have found expression in the 

resolutions adopted by business, social and religious organizations 
and in interviews with leading citizens published in the 
press; but in order to give this sentiment full force and effect 
in the.Legislature the resolutions of organizations and the 
views of citizens must be directly presented to the Senate 
and House committees and must find adequate expression on 
the floor. There should be no possibility of doubt as to what 
the people think and what they want. Nor should there be 
any possibility of a juggle which will defeat the purposes 
of the people. 
In order to make the new legislation effective to destroy race. 
track gambling the provisions of the breeders’ law which legal- 
ize racetrack gambling must be repealed, permitting the other 
provisions to stand, with such strengthening as many be de- 
sirable, a law prohibiting gambling on races alto 
gether, with adequate penalties, must be enacted. 

The movement now on foot to organize a committec to press 
this matter and to assure proper representation before the legis- 
lative committees should receive the hearty support of citizens 
in and out Of organizations. The demand for the abolition 
of crime-breeding racetrack gambling should be made so con- 
vincing that no legislator can dodge the issue.

Taylor accused Nichols of compelling him 
and McFarland to pitch all the hard games 
in the schedule while he saved the ensy 
ones for himself so as to prevent his rivals 
on the pitehing staff from getting a larger 
percentage. QOne dav Tavior rushed into 
the cinb office at the park and demanded 
his release, with the announcement that 
whether it was given him or not he would 
never pitch another game for Nichols. 

It was generaliy believed that McFarland 
held the same grudge against the manager 
and most of the other players on the team 
were split into little cliques. which, in a 
measure, defied Nichols’ authority. His 
lack of the natural force necessary to hold 
discipline in the crowd of ball players that 
made Patsy Donovan's life one long round 
of pleasure is possibly largely responsible 
for the poor showing of the club last sea- 
son.

Its occupants were such odd 
floteaam as is cast up on the shores of Fail- 
ure. There were old men and old women 
who gained precarious livethoods at odd 
jobs.” Bome of the women earned a few 
cents a day sewing gunny sacks, others 
sorubbed floors in office buildings, and one 
eld woman conducted a coal yard in a 
piano box with a stock of lumps joetied 
from passing engines gathered along the 
adjacent railroad tracks. 

The men were as oddly employed, one, 
for instance, was a professional rat catch- 
er, who lived alone with a pair of weasels. 
Mike McCann, attired in a policeman’s dis- 
carded coat, with two brass buttons stil! 
henging to it. was a mule wrangler in a 
teamster's stable. Bill Lioward was a gath- 
erer of waste paper, and occasionally 
earned a dime by sweeping out an office or 
2 commission house. And al) foraged more 
or less on the discarded fruit and vege- 
tabies of the big produce market along 
Third atreet when the commission mer- 
chants cleaned out thetr stocks. 

When the owner of the building pulled it 
down it was sald tn the neighborhood that 
he did go to relieve himself of his hetero- 
geneous tenants. 

They staid as long as they .could, how- 
ever, and only decamped when the bricks 
‘ame down on a level with their heads. 

The last to desert were two women, An- 
nie Haney and Annié Howard. To move 
to new lodgings their secant possessions 
meant the employment of capital, and to 
get into them meant the payment of rent 
in advance. Having neither, they moved 
into the back yard, of which they took pos- 
session, as Columbus did of the new worid, 
by right of sovereignty. They raised their 
flag, a tattered gunny sack, above the 
heap of ashes that constituted the soil and 
claimed it. 

Should you start on a voyage of discov- 
ery in the alley you would need sharp 
eyes tndeed to discover their abode, for it 
ie not a house. You would walk the alley 
back and forth many times and not find it. 
because you would not belleve it to be a 
human habitation. 

Being unskilied in either architecture or 
earpentry, the two Annies builded as best 
they knew from the rubbish heaps of the 
alley, using an old ice box as the key to 
the structure.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 0.—The western 
land frauds, to which public attention has 
been attracted by the recent convictions of 
various persons in the Federal Courts of 
Oregon, and the stil) later indictment of 
Senator John H. Mitchell and Representa- 
tive Binger Hermann, both of Oregon, are 
largely the outgrowth of the sudden de- 
mund for western timber resulting from 
the depletion of the middle West. 

The Pacific coast, with its almost Iimit- 
less supply of the finest timber, offered 
more inducements than any other section, 
and it was to the coast states that the 
Michigan lumbermen turned thelr atten- 
tion. When ft became known that eastern 
cepital was seeking timber in Oregon 
and Washington and California, there was 
an unprecedented rush to take up portions 
of the virgin forests which heretofore had 
been touched merely on the edges, and 
then only to such extent as was necessary 
to supply the home markets. 

In the craze for possession men lost 
sight of the law in many instances. As in 
every other rush, there was the regular 
prceportion of speculators; men of no prin- 
ciple; men whose sole idea was to make 
money. These men formed a large part 
of the timber seekers, and they are the 
men now being pursued by the govern- 
ment. They had thought that in the rush 
their violations of the law would be over- 
looked. Already one ring of speculators 
in Oregon has been convicted; many others 
have been indicted, and yet the secretary 
of the interior declares that the prosecu- 
§ tlons have but just begun. 


Homestead Law a Cloak. 


The land frauds now being probed in 
Oregon, the frauds in which, it is al- 
leged Senator John H. Mitchell and Repre- 
sentative Binger Hermann are implicated, 
were perpetrated very largely under the 
homestead law, though the object of the 
land thieves was to acquire title to timber 
bands. The principal operators in these 
fruuds, as recently shown in the Oregon 
courts, were 8. A. D. Puter and Mrs. 
Emma Watson. These people, with sev- 
eral accomplicea, conspired to acquire title 
to twelve quarter sections of land located 
within the Cascade forest reserve, well up 
toward the summit of the Cascade moun- 
tains. 

The land was not valuable in itself, as 
it comprised principally rocky mountain 
Crags and boulders. But, being within a 
forest reserve, it had a value equivalent to 
an equal area of the best timber land in 
the United States, since its owners would 
enjoy the right of relinquishing their 
mountain lands to the government and 
getting In exchange an equal area of 
choice public timber land elsewhere.

How Dodd Won Position. 


This, coupled with the announcement that 
8S. 8. T. Dodd, for a quarter of a century 
general solicitor of the Standard Oil Co., 
had resigned his position, was regarded as 
Significant. It is said that Mr. Dodd re- 
celved $250,000 a year, besides commission. 

Thirty-one years ago Mr. Dodd was a 
country attorney in Bradford, Pa., working 
hard to make a living. As country attor- 
ney, Mr. Dodd fought the Standard Oil! to 
a standstill. 

The Rockefellers discovered that the 
greatest stumbling block to their businéss 
was 8. S. T. Dodd. At the expiration of 
his term, as county attorney, they sent for 
him.

He charges that the money 
deposited in “‘safe’’ financial institutions 
is the basis of the capital used by these 
met, with the consent of the bankers. But 
he adds that the charge does not stand 
against the heads of all banks, especially 
the “smaller bankers, who contribute to 
the same system of capitalization entirely 
unwittingly.’ He illustrates this point in 
this way: 

“We will take five national banks in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, each having 
a capital of $200,000 and deposits of $2,000,- 
000..One is in the farming district of Kan- 
sas; another is in Louisiana, in a cotton 
district; a third is in the orange groves of 
California; in the mining district of Mon- 
tana is a fourth; the fifth is in the logging 
and lumber country of Maine.
